Boy, 15, killed trying to protect twin brother 


1 charged in shooting 
during armed robbery

Demario and Demacio Bailey, close-knit 
identical twins known within their South 
Side charter school community as the “Bailey 
boys,” were raised in a home that prioritized 
schooling and safety. 

Amember of the school PTA and always on 
top of their grades, the boys’ mother insisted on 
escorting them to and from Johnson College 
Prep in Englewood, one of the city’s toughest 
neighborhoods. But like most 15-year-olds, De- 
mario and Demacio were eager for more free- 
dom. So their mother recently began allowing 
them to get around more on their own, said the 
boys’ grandmother, Bernice Fitzpatrick. 

Tragedy struck the family Saturday after- 
noon, when Demario was shot and killed 
as he tried to defend his brother during an 
armed robbery while the boys were walking 
just a few blocks from their school. 

“They were raised to stick together,” Fitz- 
patrick, 62, said Sunday. “We always said, “Take 
after your brother, look after your brother.’ ” 

A 17-year-old boy has been charged as an 
adult with first-degree murder, robbery and 
attempted robbery in the shooting, police 


said Sunday. The Chicago Police Department 
does not identify suspects who are minors 
even when they are charged as adults. 

The shooting rocked the charter school 
community, where parents, teachers and 
classmates gathered Sunday to remember 
Demario, an honor roll student who was de- 
scribed as a kindhearted kid who stayed out 
of trouble. 

“You hear all the time [after shootings] 
about, “This was a 
good kid,’ ” said Jack 
Greenfield, a math 
teacher and football 
coach at Johnson who 
was Demario’s alge- 
bra teacher. “This was 
actually a legit good 
kid.” 

Demario and Demacio had taken the bus 
Saturday afternoon to 63rd Street, where they 
got off and started walking west through a 
long, dark viaduct toward the school where 
Demacio had basketball practice, according 
to a police report. Four robbers confronted 
them under the viaduct, the report said. 

Ordering the brothers to “give it up,” the 
robbers started going through their pockets, 
the police report said. A struggle and fight

ensued, and Demario, the older of the twins 
by five minutes, saw that one of the robbers 
was on top of his brother. He went to Dema- 
cio’s aid, telling the assailant to “get off my 
brother,” and was able to push the robber off, 
according to the report. 

At that point, Demacio saw a weapon ap- 
pear from one of the assailants and heard a 
shot go off, the report said. He thought De- 
mario was right behind him as he ran away. 

Demacio found his brother on the ground 
with a gunshot wound to his chest, the police 
report said. Demario was pronounced dead at 
the scene minutes later. 

Classmates and teachers described the 
elder twin as a supportive peer both inside 
and outside of the classroom during a memo- 
rial service Sunday in the school gymnasium, 
where Demario spent many afternoons cheer- 
ing for his brother on the basketball court. 

Keontay Thompson, 19, a senior who plays 
football and basketball with Demacio, said 
he usually walks through the viaduct with the 
twins on the way to practice but wasn’t with 
them Saturday when the shooting happened. 

He said Johnson students know the area 
around the viaduct is dangerous because it’s 
so poorly lit and not well-monitored. 

“We always have to stick together,” he said 


while standing Sunday at the site of the shoot- 
ing as activists walked in the street waving 
signs that said “Stop gun violence NOW.” 

“Tt’s really hurtful knowing I wasn’t there to 
help him,” Thompson said. 

Garland Thomas-McDavid, founding prin- 
cipal at the charter school, said gun violence is 
something her students have had to deal with 
since the school opened in 2010. 

Frustrated by what she views as a lack of 
attention to the dangers her students face, 
Thomas-McDavid issued a statement late 
Saturday saying that she wouldn’t mind “if it 
takes [martial] law to get this in order.” 

“I know I speak for every educator who 
continuously deals with this type of tragedy in 
saying we are sick and tired of being sick and 
tired,” Thomas-McDavid wrote. “The apolo- 
gies are not enough, and after all the fanfare 
is over, someone still has to put their baby in 
the ground.” 

Thomas-McDavid opened the school 
Sunday to allow students and staff to grieve 
together. Asked if she would allow news cam- 
eras to film the gathering, the teary-eyed prin- 
cipal welcomed the cameras in. 

“They need to see what the kids are going 
through,” she said. “We just can’t keep cover- 
ing it up.”

Millennials have to play 
their cards right when 
negotiating a pay bump

Andrew Saenz had never asked for a raise before. 

“IT thought it was going to blow up right in 
my face,” the 25-year-old Lincoln Park resident 
said. “It was my first time negotiating for any- 
thing like that [in] all my life.” 

Saenz had done part-time contract work at a 
small public relations firm for about two years 
before his bosses offered him a full-time posi- 
tion this fall. But he had asked around, and he 
figured that the salary they were offering was a 
bit low. And so, for the first time ever, he asked 
for a pay bump. 

“I decided to take a risk, saying, I feel with 
my two years’ time spent with this company, I 
know a lot of the clients, they know who I am, 
they’re comfortable working with me ... people 
see my name on the email and know what kind 
of news to expect from me,” he said. “I thought 
that was a particular advantage. I thought I de- 
served a little bit more salary based on that.” 

And it worked—after a bit of negotiation, 
Saenz will be getting about 5 percent more per 
year than he was originally offered. 

Research shows that the Millennial genera- 
tion expects raises, and often. Nearly half of 
them see pay bumps as a right, rather than a 
reward, according to a recent survey from Ad- 
dison Group. More than a third of the survey’s 
Millennial respondents said they were current- 
ly seeking a raise. 

Maybe you’re among them: At the end of 
the year, finances can be tight, and asking for 
a raise could be on your list of New Year’s reso- 
lutions. But the path to more money can be 
tricky—you have to play your cards just right. 
Here’s what experts have to say about how to 
get that extra cash. 


Timing is key 
Keep your ear to the ground about company 
finances, advises Judi Lansky, president of Lan- 
sky Career Consultants in Chicago. If things 
are going well, feel free to take advantage of 
that. But if you ask for a raise right after the 
boss lost a big account, for example, you’re go- 
ing to seem tone-deaf. 

“You don’t ask Mom to increase your allow- 
ance when Dad just lost his job,” Lansky said. 

And don’t ask too soon after joining the team.

If you know when your company generally sets 
its annual budget, time your raise request three 
or so months before that budget is finalized, 
recommends Lucas. Sometimes, she said, “once

3 anti-brutality marchers 
arrested on battery charges

Three men were arrested and charged over 
the weekend as they took part in police bru- 
tality protests along Michigan Avenue in the 
Magnificent Mile and Gold Coast areas. 

David L. Rucker, 25, and Alfredo Reyes, 
21, were each charged with felony aggravated 
battery and misdemeanor resisting after pros- 
ecutors said they punched a police officer who 
was trying to get them back onto the sidewalk 
in the 500 block of North Michigan on Sat- 
urday afternoon, according to Cook County 
court records. 

Rucker yelled an obscenity at one police 
officer before punching him repeatedly, ac- 
cording to Assistant State’s Attorney Alex 
Molesky. Reyes punched the same officer as 
he was being taken into custody, according to 
court records. 

The officer suffered bruising and swelling to 
the right eye and left hip, court records state.

Rucker, of the 4700 block of South For- 
restville Avenue in Bronzeville, and Reyes, of 
the 3400 block of South 61st Court in Cicero, 
were each ordered held on $75,000 bond. 

About an hour before they were arrested, 
Lookman A. Muhammed, 21, of Evanston, 
was arrested in the 900 block of North Mich- 
igan during protests and charged with misde- 
meanor battery and resisting. 

Muhammed was being escorted back onto 
the sidewalk when he told police, “you can’t 
stop me from crossing the street,” according 
to court records. 

He reportedly then “flailed his arms in an 
aggressive manner” and struck a police officer 
in the chest and left shoulder with an open 
hand, before resisting as he was being hand- 
cuffed. 

Muhammed, of the 2200 block of Emerson 
Street, was ordered released on his own recog- 
nizance Sunday.
